The Street Lighting Advisory Committee and Utili¬ 
ties Undergrounding Committee are meeting jointly, and 
time is of the essence, as utility companies would like 
to get started on N. Baldwin. GTE is ready to start work 
on undergrounding, and TCI Cablevision would like to 
begin work concurrently with GTE. Although Southern 
California Edison, for the most part, will not be using 
the same trenches as GTE, the Committee members feel 
it desirable to begin projects concurrently, to minimize 
inconvenience to the residents of N. Baldwin, which 
means that some decisions have to be made about street 
lights on N. Baldwin. 

Eph Konigsberg says of N. Baldwin, “It’s really an 
ideal location, because in a very short stretch of road, 
you have single family residential units, multi-family 
residential, institutional, and commercial.” 

Because of the variety of uses, and because of fund¬ 
ing available for N. Baldwin projects, N. Baldwin will 
become a test site for new street lighting possibilities in 
town. 

Public Works Director Bruce Inman estimates that 
Southern California Edison could begin work on a street 
lighting project 45 days after receiving information 
about the specifics of the project, which could give them 
time to do the woric before the rainy season. Delaying 
GTE too long could result in the project’s being done in 
the Spring. To avoid these delays, the Committee mem¬ 
bers are working to make decisions on lamp post heights, 
globe styles, wattage, and locations. 

At a meeting last Thursday, Konigsberg proposed 
setting minimum lighting standards on N. Baldwin, 
which could vary between different uses along N. Bald¬ 
win, but would be consistent within each use. Coun- 
cilmember/Committeemember Kris Miller Fisher re- 
poitedthaf niosTof the residents that she had talked to 
objected to lights being placed in iioiit of their homes, 
and added, “Minimum standards would be very contro¬ 
versial in this town.” 

Currently, according to Dr. Arthur Vaughan, lamp 
posts are 36’ high and aimed at the center of the street. 
They are placed from 160’ to almost 600’ apart, and the 
illumination varies from 0.5 to 1.0 foot-candles at the 
focal point to between 0.05 and 0.10 foot-candles 60 feet 
from the brightest spots.

In the 
SLAC’s report, increasing 
the illumination along N.

The direction that the 
Committee appears to be 
going is to set minimum 
standards, but consider¬ 
ably below one foot-can¬ 
dle. Konigsberg last week 
recommended from O.OS 
to 0.10 foot-candles as a 
minimum for the residen¬ 
tial portion of N. Baldwin; 
in other words, the current 
levels at places 60 feet 
from the brightest spots 
now. This minimum 
would not raise the levels 
of illuminatirai for the vast 
majority of N. Baldwin, 
but would require a couple 
of vary daik areas (partic¬ 
ularly between Mira Mon¬ 
te and Carter) to be illumi¬ 
nated more.

" Long regarded as one of 
high school pre- 
pai^atory activities in the 
Valfey,'^ Pasadena Boys 
jChoir will be auditioning 
boys between the ages 8 
and 13'throughout Sep* 
jcember £uid October. 

Founded over a half 
century ago during Pasa¬ 
denans golden era, the 
choir was originally part of 
Jbe I^sadena City Schools 
hnd was best known for its 
juuiaal Christmas conceits 

S t tke Pasadena Civic Au- 

itorium. In 19S3 the 

idhon’s founder, J(^ Hen- 

t^Lyons, retired as head of 

mtsic'for the Pasadena

Sckools, and with his re- 
lifrment came an end to 
th« renown boy choir. It is 
Csimated that over 4,000 
area school boys went 
through the ranks of the 
bhoif during Dr. Lyons’ 
tenure as director. 

*1 Dming the eariy 70’s, a 
i^aissance of cultural ac¬ 
tivity was occurring 
throughout the San 
Fernando and San Gabriel 
Valley communities. In 
1972, a newly organized 
Pasadena Boys Choir was 
established, this time as an 
independent non-profit 
edfcational institution, 
an4 the day to day opera¬ 
tion and management of 
the organization was 
turned over to the choir’s 
new managing director, 
John Barron. With the 
help of a volunteer Ibohrdi 
of directors, Barron .soon 
built the Pasadena Boys 
Choir into one of the most 
highly r^pected youth or- 
ganikaUons in California, 
anti the choir continues to 
provi(|e boys ages 8 to 13 
with* an unparalleled mu¬ 
sic education, as well as 
l^dership training oppor¬ 
tunities. 


Though membership in 
the Pasadena Boys Choir 
has always been regarded 
as a prestigious and high¬ 
ly coveted lionor, any boy 
who meets the age require¬ 
ment is eligible. While 
previous music training is 
not a requirement, many of 
the boys study a musical 
instrument. According to 
director Barron, the majOT- 
ity of the boys who partic¬ 
ipate in the Pasadena Boys 
Choir program are highly 
motivated youngsters who 
excel in school, play at 
least one sport during the 
school year, and come 
from families who care 
about the quality of life 
and the importance of ed¬ 
ucation. 

During a boy’s tenure in 
the choir, he will be ex¬ 
posed to some of the great¬ 
est music literature ever 
composed. Classes are 
held each week after 
school at Pasadena City 
College, and boys receive 
training in music theory, 
sight reading, ear training, 
solfege, and public speak¬ 
ing. After an initial period 
of training in a beginner’s 
class, boys become eligi¬ 
ble for public perfor¬ 
mance. During a typical 
season, the choir is called 
upon to perform at wed¬ 
dings, conventions, ban¬ 
quets, civic events, and 
official functions. Two 
major Christmas converts 
.^^aryYp^gd to 
mg the fioli&y ^son.'and 
the choir is occasionally 
hired to produce television 
commercials and to pro¬ 
vide background and 
soundtrack music for mov¬ 
ies and television. 

Since its reestablish¬ 
ment in 1972, the Pasade¬ 
na Boys Choir has won 
national recognition for its 


program of excellence. In 
1983 the organization was 
recognized by the Califor¬ 
nia State Legislature in 
Sacramento, and has since 
won numerous awards and 
commendations for its 
work with youth. The 
choir has recorded com¬ 
mercially with numerous 
recording artists, iiKluding 
the Los Angeles Philhar¬ 
monic, and has been fea¬ 
tured several times on na¬ 
tional television. 

In addition to its appear¬ 
ances throughout southern 
California, the Choir has 
toured throughout the east¬ 


ern and western United 
States, England, Wales, 
France, Germany, Austria, 
and more recently to our 
fiftieth state, Hawaii. 

With the choir’s excel¬ 
lent track record and em¬ 
phasis on leadership train¬ 
ing, it is not surprising that 
a large number of gradu¬ 
ates of the program have 
won congressional ap¬ 
pointments to West Point, 
Annapolis, and the Air 
Force Academy, and over 
ninety percent of the boys 
who complete a full period 
of training in the choir 
eventually gain admission 


to important universities 
and colleges throughout 
the country. 

Though boys generally 
enter the choir between the 
ages of 8 and 12, they may 
continue their training 
through their eighth grade 
school year. Once they 
complete eighth grade, 
they become eligible for 
graduation with honors, 
which opens up many ad¬ 
ditional opportunities.

As one in a family of 
nine children, Elaine al¬ 
ways felt she was just one 
of the crowd at home. 
“My Faith gave me the 
feeling that I was an indi¬ 
vidual and had value,” 
Elaine said in explaining 
her early connection with 
the Catholic Church. “I 
was very religious as a 
child.” Elaine’s Catholic 
Faith was also strongly 
enhanced by her grand¬ 
mother. Her grandmoth¬ 
er provided her with a 
very positive religious 
role model. Elaine felt 
that her grandmother tru¬ 
ly lived her Faith—that 
her Faith was refined in 
the many loving things 
she did for Elaine. 

Elaine appreciated the 
traditional Catholic edu¬ 
cation that her parochial 
grammar school offered. 
But she also benefited 
from the more liberal re¬ 
ligious education that her 
Catholic high school pro¬ 
vided.
